‘We miss Michael’ 


Second autopsy 
sought; family 
issues statement 


LOS ANGELES The father of Michael 
Jackson says he does not believe stress 
over the 50 London concerts the King of 
Pop planned for his comeback led to his 
death. 

Joe Jackson also said in an interview that 
aired Sunday that he believes his son will 
be larger in death than he was in life. The 
patriarch of the Jackson 5 said he wished 
Michael Jackson were around to see the 
outpouring of affection since his death. 

“Michael was the biggest superstar in 
the world and in history” Joe Jackson told 
Fox News Channel’s “Geraldo at Large.” 
“He was loved by everybody whether poor 
or wealthy or whatever may be.” 

On Saturday the Rev Jesse Jackson said 
Michael Jackson’s family wants a private 
autopsy of the pop icon because of unan- 
swered questions about how he died and 
the doctor who was with him. 

“It’s abnormal,” he told The Associated 
Press from Chicago a day after visiting the 
Jackson family “We don’t know what hap- 
pened. Was he injected and with what? All 
reasonable doubt should be addressed.” 

People close to Jackson have said since 
his death that they were concerned about 
the superstar’s use of painkillers. Los 
Angeles County medical examiners com- 
pleted an autopsy Friday and said Jackson 
had taken prescription medication. 

Medical officials also said there was no 
indication of trauma or foul play. An offi- 
cial cause of death could take weeks. 

The coroner’s office released the body 
to Jackson’s family Friday night. There 
was no immediate word on whether the 
second autopsy was being performed right

Two days after Jackson died at a L.A. 
hospital, sisters Janet and LaToya arrived 
at the mansion he had been renting. They 
left without addressing reporters. 

Moving vans also showed up at the 
Jackson home, leaving about an hour later. 
There was no indication what they might 
have taken away 

The Jackson family issued a statement 
Saturday expressing its grief over the 
death and thanking his supporters. 


“In one of the darkest moments of our 
lives we find it hard to find the words 
appropriate to this sudden tragedy we 
all had to encounter,” said the statement 
made through People magazine. “We miss 
Michael endlessly” 

There was no word from the family on 
funeral plans. 

President Obama has written to 
Jackson’s family expressing condolence, 
White House adviser David Axelrod said 
Sunday on NBC’s “Meet the Press.”

The cardiologist 
who was with 
Michael Jackson 
during the pop star’s 
final moments met 
with investigators for 
three hours to explain 
his actions, and his 
spokeswoman says he 
is not a suspect. 

Dr. Conrad Murray, 
a physician with a 
tangled financial 
and personal history 
who was hired to 
accompany Jackson 
on his planned 
summer concert tour, 
reportedly performed 
CPR until paramedics 
arrived. The pop star 
was declared dead 
later Thursday at UCLA 
Medical Center. 

Jackson still had 
a faint pulse and 
his body was warm 
when Murray found 
him in bed and not 
breathing, a lawyer 
for the doctor told 
The Associated Press 
on Sunday. Edward 
Chernoff also denied 
reports suggesting 
Murray gave Jackson 
drugs that contributed 
to his death.

Chef adds flavor 
with social media 

Like the Carne Asada a la Oaxaquena with sweet plantains and mojitos 
Chicago chef Rick Bayless creates at his restaurants, his flair for social 
media tantalizes and leaves us wanting more. 

Bayless, who owns Frontera Grill, 

Topolobampo and the soon-to-open Xoco 
on Clark Street in River North, knows a 
lot about authentic Mexican cuisine, and 
he knows a lot about Twitter, blogging and 
interacting with fans. 

After those fans watched him advance 
to the next round of “Top Chef Masters” on Wednesday, he sent out 
two tweets to thank everyone for their support. If Twitter could talk, 
Bayless would have seemed humbled.

It's funny because before that I told him that he comes across as a 
master of social media. And when I asked him if becoming so prolific at 
it was part of his plan or if it just happened, you could hear the excite- 
ment in his voice. 

“It just happened. I had to watch it with blogs because I was over- 
whelmed sometimes by blank pages. But with Twitter and its 140 char- 
acters, and pictures— I LOVED it!” Bayless told me. “I thought, that’s 
what I want to be able to do. So much cool stuff I’ve always wanted to 
share in a quick and easy way.” 

Share he does, and he makes it seem effortless. One look at Bayless’

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Child-free 
by choice

Erin Vandenberg, 29, sometimes doesn’t want to deal with the question of wheth- 
er she will have children. Because answering it is never a simple no. 

“If they say ‘Why not?’ I say ‘Well, we just don’t want to.’ Then, there’s the 
whole, ‘You don’t know You might change your mind,’ ‘Well, I didn’t want kids til 
I was “X” age and then I had to have them,’ ” Vandenberg said. 


That’s both doubtful and insulting, said 
Vandenberg’s husband, Jason Kositarut, 30. 
“It’s almost like saying, ‘You really don’t know 
yourself. You don’t understand anything about 
who you are and what you want.’ I just kind of 
want to say, ‘Shut up!’ ” 

The Forest Park couple have been married 
for six years and choose to be child-free at a 
time when so much attention is focused on big 
families, thanks to Nadya “Octomom” Suleman 
and Jon and Kate Gosselin of “Jon & Kate Plus 
8,” who recently announced they are divorc- 
ing. 

For Vandenberg and Kositarut, not hav- 
ing children is a decision they made long ago. 
Kositarut, who says he has “parental issues,” 
doesn’t want anyone to look at him the way he 
looks at his father; Vandenberg says she doesn’t 
possess any sort of maternal instinct or urge to 
have kids. 

They like their diaper duty-free life the way it 
is, even if others may think it’s selfish, they say 
“Kids are a lot of money and a lot of time and 
both of those are valuable to me because I want 
to do the things I want to do, not the things I’m 
responsible to do because I have to take care of 
the kids,” said Kositarut, an IT consultant. 

But getting others to understand this life 
choice is not always easy Child-free couples 
and singles who spoke to RedEye said they face 
constant questions, unsolicited comments and 
harsh judgments about their decisions. 

While it’s difficult to gauge how many people 
are currently childless by choice, the number 
of members registered in the Chicago chap- 
ter of No Kidding!, a non-profit social club 
for child-free couples and singles, has stayed 
steady at more than 300 over the past few years. 
Nationwide, membership has grown slightly 
with new chapters formed particularly in small- 
er Midwestern cities, said spokeswoman Laura

Ciaccio, 31, who runs the New Y)rk chapter. 

A number of organizations, services and Web 
sites have popped up within the past year cater- 
ing to the child-free. There’s childfreetravel.net, 
which books trips to age-restricted hotels and 
resorts; idonotwantkids.com dating site; child- 
free Facebook groups, and the West Suburban 
Chicago Childfree Meetup Group, which now 
has 90 Chicago-area members. 

Kathleen Leszczynski, who joined the Child- 
free by Choice Facebook group, said her deci- 
sion not to have kids has led to yelling matches 
and a strain on her relationship with her moth- 
er, who wants grandchildren. 

“She’s like, ‘I don’t understand.’ And, ‘It’s just 
not normal. Everyone who’s healthy should 
want to have children,’ ” said Leszczynski, 33, a 
graphic artist living in Andersonville. 

Leszczynski says she chooses to be child-free 
not because she’s too focused on her career or 
material things — she just has no plans to have 
children. And neither does her boyfriend of 
eight years. The couple have even discussed 
considering permanent sterilization options, 
she said. 

“I don’t think my life would be more com- 
plete with a child necessarily,” Leszczynski said. 



“I feel like I’ve got a pretty good life as it is right 
now.” 

Both Leszczynski and Kositarut dispel the 
major misconception that those who are child- 
free also are not kid-friendly 

“People think we hate kids,” Kositarut said. 
“‘Oh, do you not like kids?’ Oh no, they’re great 
in small doses. It’s great to spoil them and hand 
them back,” he said. 

Contrary to what some may think, a lot of 
thought goes into the decision to be child-free, 
said Ciaccio, of No Kidding! 

“I’ve met people who put more thought into 
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Erin Vandenberg, 29, and 
Jason Kositarut,30, have 
been ma rried for six yea rs.

that than people who made the decision to 
become parents did,” Ciaccio said. 

Serious couples should discuss wheth- 
er they want children, said Thomas 
Hammerman, a therapist at the Family 
Institute at Northwestern University 
When couples do decide to broach the sub- 
ject, both should be direct and honest about 
their choice and reasons behind it, he said. 

Both parties need to know if they’re on 
the same page because conflict can arise 
when one partner wants a child and the other 
doesn't, or if one partner changes his or her 


mind after marrying, he said. 

“Couples should not fear having this con- 
versation. ... Avoidance of it isn’t going to 
make it better,” Hammerman said. 

Christopher Puzzele, 37, prefers to get 
the kid talk out of the way early when dat- 
ing. “That should be one of the first ques- 
tions— do you want kids?— because that’s a 
deal-breaker issue,” said Puzzele, who does 
not want kids. 

Last Labor Day he launched a free dating 
Web site for child-free singles with 1,800 
users. “I just don’t have the heart to waste 


somebody’s time,” said Puzzele, an attorney 
who lives in Newjersey and spoke to RedEye 
by phone. 

For those who have children, some don’t 
judge or pester those who don’t. 

West Loop resident Matthew Straub, who’s 
married and has a i-month-old daughter, says 
he’s conscious not to probe those he meets 
about their plans to have children. 

“It’s not really my business,” said Straub, 
34. “If they choose not to or circumstances 
don’t allow them to, it wouldn’t change my

A 2007 report titled “Expenditures on Children 
by Families” released by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Center for Nutrition Policy and 
Promotion showed it can cost a middle-income 
family $269,040 to raise a child from birth in 
2007 to his or her 18th birthday 
The figure factors in future inflation and 
includes the costs of providing food, shelter, 
clothing, child care, education, health care, 
transportation and other miscellaneous expens- 
es, such as entertainment and reading materials.

U.S. Rep. Dan Lipinski (D-Ill.) has developed some pet peeves about 
airline baggage since he was elected to Congress and elevated to fre- 
quent-flier status. 

The three- term congressman, who grew up on the Southwest Side 
under the flight path of Midway, is seeking to solve some of the con- 
tinual annoyances he and other air travelers experience through leg- 
islation aimed at regulating both checked baggage and carry-on items 
toted onto airliners. 

Passengers probably will find something to like and something 
to hate in his proposed legislation. The airline industry, meanwhile, 
hopes Lipinski’s entire plan will 
crash and burn. 

Lipinski this month introduced 
a bill that would impose a federal 
limit on the size of carry-on bags 
and personal items allowed on 
board aircraft. 

Because most airlines are now 
charging fees to check baggage, he 
also thinks the carriers should face 
financial penalties when excessive 
delays occur in off-loading checked 
bags to airport baggage carousels. 

And Lipinski said he is considering legislation to cap the fees air- 
lines can charge for checked bags. 

In his proposal to standardize the size of carry-ons, the maximum 
dimensions would be 22 inches by 18 inches by 10 inches, or 50 linear 
inches. There would be some exceptions for items including child 
safety seats and wheelchairs. 

Officials representing the major airlines are quick to remind 
Lipinski that the airline industry was deregulated in 1978 and, besides, 
his idea makes no sense to them. 

“Why set standards that apply to both a large wide-body plane and a 
regional jet?” said David Castelveter, spokesman for the Air Transport 
Association. Meanwhile, the Federal Aviation Administration reau- 
thorization bill that passed the House of Representatives contains a 
provision inserted by Lipinski requiring a study of baggage delays. 

Lipinski sought the study after attempting unsuccessfully to negoti- 
ate voluntary standards from the airlines, he said. He suggested that 
the fee for checked baggage should be refunded if luggage isn’t deliv- 
ered within 30 minutes of a plane’s arrival. 


BIG BAGS, BIG MONEY 

Baggage fee revenue among 
the 10 airlines with the most 
fees collected totaled 
$566 million in the first 
quarter of this year-up more 
than 300 percent from about 
$123 million in the same three 
months last year, according 
to data the airlines report 
to the U.S. Department of 
Transportation.

Ultimate TV salesman dies 


B TAMPA Billy Mays, the 
burly, bearded TV pitch- 
man known for his boisterous 
hawking of products such as 
Orange Glo and OxiClean, has 
died. He was 50. 

Tampa police said Mays was 
found unresponsive by his wife 
Sunday morning. A fire rescue Mays 
crew pronounced him dead at 
7:45 a.m. 

There were no signs of a break-in, and investiga- 
tors do not suspect foul play, said Lt. Brian Dugan of 
the Tampa Police Department. The coroner’s office 
expects to have an autopsy done by Monday after- 
noon. 

‘Although Billy lived a public life, we don’t anticipate 
making any public statements over the next couple of 


days,” said Mays’ wife, Deborah. “Our family asks that 
you respect our privacy during these difficult times.” 

Tampa area media outlets reported that Mays was 
a passenger on a US Airways flight that made a rough 
landing on Saturday afternoon at Tampa International 
Airport, apparently blowing its front tires in an inci- 
dent that left debris on the runway 
Born in McKees Rocks, Pa., Mays developed his 
style demonstrating knives, mops and other “as seen 
on TV” gadgets on Atlantic City’s boardwalk. 

Mays liked to tell the story of giving bottles of 
OxiClean to the 300 guests at his wedding, and doing 
his ad spiel (“powered by the air we breathe!”) on the 
dance floor at the reception. 

There was no immediate word about Mays’ 
Discovery Channel show, “Pitchmen.” A Discovery 
Channel spokeswoman released a statement Sunday 
extending sympathy to the Mays family

What happens in the clubhouse stays in the 
clubhouse, right? Not at the Cell. After Cubs manager 
Lou Piniella and Cubs (sometimes) slugger Milton 
Bradley got into a shouting match Friday that 
included Sweet Lou calling Bradley a “piece of 
[bleep],” somehow the news got out to the media. 

“I'm not going to accuse anybody, because I just 
don’t know,” Piniella said Sunday. “And if I don't know, 
why should I start accusing people? If I knew who it 
was, I would take care of that. The person who wrote 
the article, he knows who gave him the information. 
They should ask him.” 

Sox manager Ozzie Guillen doesn’t think a White 
Sox clubhouse employee leaked the details of the 
Piniella-Bradley argument. 

“If they say that came from the clubbies, I doubt 
it,” Guillen said.

Although he said it 
Thursday on the eve of 
the first game at the Cell, 
it should be noted that 
Mark Buehrle went to the 
worn-out, everyone-hates- 
Wrigley-except-the-fans 
argument. 

"I mean I can’t speak for 
them [critics of Wrigley], 
but I dislike Wrigley that 
much,” Buehrle said on 
The Score (670-AM). 

“I joked around with

“I saw where the Dodgers 
came in the other night, a good 
baseball team, and 22,000 
people were here. The Cubs are 
in town for the City Series and 
there’s 40,000 some people 
here.” 

Ozzie’s response? When asked 
why attendance was so low at 
the Sox-Dodgers series, he said:

Things get testy in Cubs-White Sox finale at the Cell

It was a wild and wacky windup to the week- 
end, a nearly literal Cubs vs. White Sox, 
Round 3. 

The KO went to the Sox by a final score 
of 6 -o, although the majority of body blows 
came from Carlos Zambrano. 

Not only did Zambrano lose his cool— 
hitting two Sox batters and nearly creating a 
bench-clearing brawl— but he put his Cubs 
behind in the all-time series 36-35. 

Zambrano’s only good deed was keeping 
the 39,745 fans at U.S. Cellular Field as highly 
charged as he was all afternoon, making this 
a reprise of the 2006 series that produced 
a fistfight between catchers and Zambrano 
pointing at his head in apparent warning 
after a home run. 

And he could have one more chance to 
create chaos Sept. 3, when the June 16 rain- 
out at Wrigley Field is tentatively scheduled 
to be made up. 

But it will be impossible for one game to 
top this intracity, interleague three-gamer, 
with the first two decided by one run and 
the finale turning into the best-of-three 
falls. 

“The last two games feel like we played 
five or six games,” said Sox pitcher Scott 
Linebrink, who pitched two perfect innings 
in relief of John Danks. 


The last game by itself— maybe the sixth 
inning by itself —had enough drama for five 
or six games. 

That two-run inning, which gave the Sox 
a 5-0 lead, included a steal of home, a missed 
popup on an infield fly that resulted in a 
run, and a hit batter that led to the Cubs’ 
Ryan Freel taking one in the shoulder for 
Zambrano. 

Dewayne Wise was the punching bag for 
Zambrano after Chris Getz scored from 
third on what was supposed to be a suicide 
squeeze but turned into a stolen base when 
Zambrano fired the pitch to the backstop. 

Zambrano’s next pitch drilled Wise in the 
right hip, and Sox players jumped to the top 
step of the dugout ready for a 200 6 -style 
brawl. 

“I don’t want to get into what he said,” 
Wise said of Zambrano’s mutterings as he 
went to first base. “But the benches didn’t 
clear, I got to first base and that’s it.” 

Did Wise know what was coming after 
the steal? 

“Yes. I figured he’d probably hit me 
there,” he replied. “That’s Zambrano being 
Zambrano. With his history, I figured he’d 
hit me. 

“I just told him that wasn’t right and 
moved on from there. We won the ballgame. 
That’s the most important thing.”

The final City Series game: 

Sept. 3 (tentatively), 1:20 p.m. 
(tentatively), Wrigley Field (for 
sure). 

What’s next: We have a rarity- 
three days without baseball in 
Chicago. 

The Sox start what is 
considered a make-or-break 
period, playing at division 
foes Cleveland and Kansas 
City before coming home for 
Cleveland and Minnesota. 

If they finish that stretch 
hopelessly out of first place, 
the breakup of the team could 
occur. 

The Cubs? Actually, the 
three-day stop at the Cell was 
just part of a long road trip that 
started in Atlanta and Detroit 
and ends in Pittsburgh. And 
then it gets interesting, as 
Milwaukee visits Wrigley Field 
for a four-game series. 

Looking ahead: If the game is 
played on Sept. 3, the Sox will 
be in the middle of playing 
20 straight games, coming 
from a grueling road trip with 
10 games in Boston, New York 
and Minnesota. And, yes, they 
will be worn out. 

The Cubs have a much 
easier go of it, although they 
will be in the middle of playing 
16 straight with no breaks. 

They will have just finished 
a long homestand against 
Washington, New York and 
Houston. 

The conditions: Back to Ozzie’s 
rats and restrooms so far from 
the dugout that “you have to 
take a taxi.” 

The weather will bean 
interesting ingredient, because 
it could be very warm with the 
wind blowing out, or it could 
be very chilly with the wind 
blowing in.

Time for the Tour 


PARIS All the signs are there: France’s anti-doping 
crusaders are stockpiling needles for testing blood 
and cups for sampling urine, and two new books on 
Lance Armstrong have just been released in France. 

Must be about time for the Tour de France. 

The seven-time Tour champ is back from retire- 
ment, four years after his last victory Teammate 
Alberto Contador, the 2007 winner and a top pre- 
race favorite, returns after Astana wasn’t allowed to 
compete last year. 

They are allies, but could become rivals too. 

The race starts July 4 with a challenging 9. 6 -mile 
prologue in Monaco. Tour designers have spiced up 
the route and revived some rules from the good old 
days in hopes that fans will have something— any- 
thing— to get their minds off the drug use that has 
marred cycling’s premier event in recent years. 

For Armstrong, who famously insisted he was the 
world’s most- tested athlete during his glory years and 
has never tested positive, the welcome back to a still 
largely suspicious France may not be warm. 


TESTERS TO TREAT LANCE LIKE OTHERS 

When Lance Armstrong and France’s anti-doping 
agency were at odds last spring over a surprise 
doping test, the Texan’s return to the Tour 
appeared to fade. 

Since then, tensions have eased. Pierre Bordry, 
the president of anti-doping agency AFLD, says his 
drugs testers will treat Armstrong like any other 
rider. 

“He is probably a great sportsman and from 
that point of view he is not a rider like any other,” 
Bordry told The Associated Press. “But he should 
be treated like the others when it comes to the 
fight against doping.” 


Two books— “La Grande Imposture” (the Great 
Impostor) by anti-doping doctor Jean-Pierre 
Mondenard and “Le Sale Tour” (The Dirty Tour) 
by Pierre Ballester and David Walsh— have come 
out in France to capitalize on the media frenzy over 


the Texan’s comeback. 

Both books lay out repeated suspicions about 
Armstrong over the years, though neither breaks 
significant new ground. 

This Tour also offers some blasts from the past, 
including a team time trial in Stage 4— the first 
since 2005. Tour organizers have banned the use of 
earpiece radios in the 10th and 13th stages— a con- 
troversial move that will alter strategies by stripping 
riders of their coaches’ advice during the stage. 

Other innovations include an uphill finish at the 
moonscape-like Mont Ventoux in the next-to-last 
stage. 

Mont Ventoux’s inclusion almost seems tailor- 
made for Armstrong, who has called it the toughest 
Tour climb “bar none”— and one he has never won at 
cycling’s showpiece event. 

And even though he’s 37, and consigned by Astana 
team manager Johan Bruyneel to be a support rider 
for Contador at least from the start, Armstrong can 
never be counted out.

The patch of sand on the 
north end of Burnham 
Park known as 31st Street 
ach may not always lend 
itself to TV-beach stereotypes. But that 
doesn’t mean some beachgoers won’t 
force the issue. 

“People come up to us and just joke 
around, saying, ‘Is this “Baywatch” ’?” 
laughs Lily Cortez, senior lifeguard at 
31st Street. “Sometimes when we’re run- 
ning to line up, people run next to us.” 

David Hasselhoff won’t be showing 
up anytime soon, but this small beach 
has formed its own personality since 
being built in the 1930s after Chicago 
hosted the second World’s Fair. With a 
clear, southern view of the skyline (great 
for rainstorm-watching, Cortez says) 
and its own Connie’s Pizza, there’s a 
spry feel to the beach, making it a favor- 
ite spot south of Roosevelt Road. 


Now that we finally have beach 
weather, what are your tips for 
surviving 90-degree days? 

Lots of water and lots of sunscreen. 
... I have sunscreen, extra water 
and my hat. I sometimes take a dip 
when it’s really hot. 

By the way, how many whistles 
do you have? 

I have like eight. ... Sometimes I use 
one every day. 

Do you use a different one for 
every day of the week? 

No [laughs], but I have different 
colors that I use. 


Are whistles like car horns? Is 
there, like, a friendly whistle and 
a “stop doing that, I’m getting 
mad” whistle? 

I actually use my voice more than 
my whistle. I only use my whistle in 
emergencies. We blow three times, 
which stands for an emergency ... 
but I [mostly] use my voice. 

Tell me about your beach. What 
kind of beachgoers do you see? 

It’s a nice small beach, and it’s good 
because it has free parking. Not 
a lot of beaches have that. ... We 
see mostly teens. In the morning 
it’s families, but during the day 


and into the night, we see more 
teenagers. 

Any other amenities people 
should know about? 

Yeah, we have Connie’s Pizza next 
door. ... I’m trying to lose weight, 
so I’m not over there often. 
[Laughs] It’s connected to the 
beach. Next to the beach house on 
the far right. 

If you could compare 31st Street 
Beach to a celebrity, who would 
your beach most be like? 

I think Jake Gyllenhaal, because 
he’s so suave like our beach.
